Clothes

K RUSH the dirt out is one rule 


in prolonging the life and use- 

fulness of clothes as fine par- 
ticles of dirt wear the fabric.and 
cut the fiber. Remove all spots 
on clothing at once before dirt can 
get into them and if one would 
appear at one’s best keep garments 
well pressed at all times. 

But good pressing is an art and 
bad pressing is worse than none. 
To press well one must learn to 
use an iron skillfully and to make 
good use of steam. No hard and 
fast rule about the amount of 
steam required can be given; but, 
in general, the heavier the materia! 
is, the more steam and the morse 
the iron needed. 

For heavy material, a_ thick 
pressing cloth is necessary to carry 
sufficient moisture and steam tv 
the garment being pressed. For 
thinner material such as silks of 
all kinds, less steam and thinner 
pressing cloths are required. Neith- 


er should the iron be so hot for | 


thin as for the thick material. 

There is no material, unless it 
is chiffon, that cannot be steamed 
slightly. By steaming slightly is 
meant wetting -a thin 
cloth, wringing it as dry as pos- 
sible, then drying it even more 
with the hot iron but patting it 
with the iron until it is just damp, 
before using it on the material to 
be pressed. This thin damp cloth 
will give just a small amount of 
steam and may be used on almost 
any silk material. 


The iron should be hot enough | 
to snap sharply, especially if a 


damp cloth is to be used.

Do not use the finger tips to | 


terial. Always use a cloth. In 
this way only can you be sure of 
an even amount of moisture and a 
flat, well-pressed seam. 

When pressing material, what- 
ever it may be, if it is supposed to 
be straight_when finished, be sure 
to lay it straight on the board. 
Do not lay a seam, a pleat or hem 
on the board in a curve if you ex- 
pect it to come out straight; it will 
be a curve that will stay if you 
have steamed it in. 

Keep the iron in motion in or- 
der not to get a sharp and some- 
times deep crease where the edge 
of the iron comes. 

Always press on the wrong side 
of the material and always with 
the grain of the goods. If for any 
réason it becomes absolutely nec- 
essary to use an iron on the right 
side, special precautions must b¢ 
used; first place a dry cloth, then 
a damp one over the place to be 
pressed. Then just pat the cloth 
with the iron, being careful not to 
make & shiny place. 

The ironing board must be well 
padded. Newspapers make one of 
the best possible pads. Separate 
the sheets and lay them on the 
board one at a time, lapping the 
edges, until there is a layer about 
one inch in thickness. Then trim 
them around the sides, following 
the shape of the board. 

Cover this pad with several 
thicknesses of cloth, stretch these 
tightly and nail them to the board. 
The cover and the padding must 
have no seams, folds or wrinkles 
that may leave their print on the 
garment that is to be prussed. Ad- 
justable covers may be used over 
this to keep the board in good 
condition.
